1 . DURING MEETING WITH NZ AMBASSADOR LLOYD WHITE ON 
JANUARY 3, ASSISTANT SECRETARY DESIGNATE INGERSOLL RAISED 
POSSIBILITY THAT AUSTRALIAN DEEENSE MINISTER BARNARD, 
DURING HIS EORTHCOMING VISIT TO WASHINGTON, MAY RAISE 
ISSUE OE MILITARY PARTICIPATION AT ANZUS COUNCIL MEETING AT 
WELLINGTON FEBRUARY 26-27. INGERSOLL SAID US CONSIDERS 
SUCH PARTICIPATION WOULD BE MOST APPROPRIATE, BELIEVE 
AUSTRALIANS OE SIMILAR MIND. 

2. WHITE STATED HE HAD PERSONALLY PRESUMED THAT EACH 
PRINCIPAL COULD BRING SUCH PERSONS AS HE DEEMED APPROPRI- 
ATE AS MEMBERS OE HIS DELEGATION, BUT HAD RECEIVED NO 
INSTRUCTIONS ON GNZ ATTITUDE TOWARD MILITARY REPRESENTA- 
TION. HE HAD ATTEMPTED TO SEEK INSTRUCTIONS IN MID- 
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DECEMBER, BUT HAD NO RESPONSE, PRESUMABLY BECAUSE PM 
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KIRK WAS OUT OF COUNTRY. WHITE PROMISED TO AW ON 
WELLINGTON OF US INTEREST AND ASK EOR GNZ VIEW ON 
SUBJECT. RUSH 
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
